Cyclo  is  for  the  stalwart  biker  as  well 
as  the  moderate.  Transcendent 
Mountain  Biking  awaits  all  at  Mont- 
Tremblant.

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e  numbered  seventeen  in 
all,  with  M.  Chaine,  M. 
Decelles,  and  Mr.  Boyle 
taking  turns  at  the 
wheel.  The  road  to  Mt.  Mansfield, 
deceptively  called  "route  108,"  winds 
insanely  through  a  pass  cluttered  with 
boulders  that  nobody  has  bothered  to 
clear.  The  tallest  mountain  in  all  of 
Vermont  commands  respect  of  all 
passersby  on  foot  or  in  behind  the 
wheel  this  way.  Its  slopes  curve  up 
from  Stowe  and  surrounding  valleys 
into  a  long,  bumpy  ridge  named  for 
facial  features  like  the  "Nose,"  the 
"Forehead,"  and  the  summit,  the 
"Chin."  The  ridge  is  bald,  with  only 
the  most  fragile  arctic/alpine  tundra 
sticking  up  from  the  cracks  in  the 
granite.  Being  the  highest  peak  in  the 
state,  its  view  surveys  miles  upon  miles 
of  forest,  village  resorts  and  parkland. 
We  set  up  camp  in  lean-to  shelters 
close  to  Stowe  and  struck  off  for  the 
hike  on  Friday  morning.  Our  approach 
followed  a  2.3-mile  segment  of  the 
Long  Trail  path  that  cuts  up  from 
Massachusetts  to  the  Canadian  Border. 
The  climb  was  steady  and  rewarding  as 


we  arrived  at  Taft  Lodge  for  a  lunch 
break.  The  Lodge,  a  small  cabin  built 
in  1920,  is  placed  on  a  shelf  at  the 
edge  of  the  tree  line.  Above  it  looms 
the  granite  "Chin"  that  is  the  summit. 
We  climbed  this  steep  last  half-mile 
through  rocky  and  rough  terrain  to  the 
top. 

We  continued  along  the  ridge 
toward  the  "Nose"  and  turned  back 
through  a  partially  collapsed  chasm 
called  the  "Subway"  that  dips  into  a 
cave  at  its  exit.  The  group  worked  its 
way  down  at  ten  yards  apart  to  the 
Long  Trail  via  the  rock^^  aptly  named 
"Profanity  Trail".  All  piled  into  the  bus 
heading  back  to  camp. 

Campfires  were  built,  dinners  were 
made,  Tim  and  Matthew  brought  out 
their  guitars,  and  the  evening  passed 
comfortably.  We  got  up  the  next 
morning,  built  more  fires  for  the  sake 
of  it,  and  left  after  breakfast.  On  the 
way  home  we  made  a  stop  at  Stowe  for 
the  Alpine  Slide  and  a  volleyball  game. 
The  bus  rolled  back  into  the  parking 
lot  Saturday  afternoon.

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IN  SEARCH  OF  A  LEVEL  PLAYING  FIELD 

Selwyn  negotiates  for  much  needed  fields. 


The  Selwyn  House  Athletic 
Department  needs  a  playing  field,  and 
this  problem  became  even  more 
evident  when  Westmount  Recreation 
decided  to  move  all  football  games 
Irom  Westmount  Park  field  to 
Westmount  High  School. 

After  receiving  the  announcement 
of  no  football  at  Westmount  Park  field 
last  year,  SeKvv'n  House  administration 
and  Athletic  Director,  Steve  Mitchell 
went  through  numerous  meetings  to 
find  a  way  to  keep  football  in 
Westmount,  a  tradition  which  has 
lasted  for  over  60  years.

At  the  outset,  Westmount 
Recreation  decided  not  to  accept  any 
pleading  of  our  case.  However,  with 
the  help  of  our  administration  and  the 
parents  of  Westmount,  we  succeeded 
in  having  Westmount  Recreation  hear 
our  appeal.  It  was  decided  Selwyn 
House  could  share  the  field  at 
Westmount  High  School  with 
Westmount  High  two  days  a  week. 
The  other  days  we  could  practice  in 
the  end  zones. 

The  other  option  we  have  is  to 
move  football  to  Verdun  for  every 
practice  and  game.  The  additional 


travelling  and  expense  will  only 
exacerbate  the  facilit)'  constraints  we 
already  face. 

The  present  agreement  has  allowed 
us  to  keep  football  in  Westmount.  It  is 
not,  however,  a  long-term  solution, 
because  sharing  a  facilitv'  could  subject 
us  to  other  changes  beyond  our 
control. 

The  idea  of  owning  our  own 
field(s),  already  submitted  for  review 
within  the  constraints  of  our  Athletic 
budget,  is  fast  becoming  a  necessity.
